Menlo Park Elementary 
School District trustees Tuesday | 
called for an inspection of Cen- | 
tral school and the central wing | 
-of Fremont school by qualified 
state architects, to determine 
whether those units should be 
abandoned. 

The recommendation calling 
for the inspection was made by 
board Chairman Ben Holland, 
who said that, if the buildings 
no longer qualify under terms | 
of the state’s earthquake code, 
they should be abondoned im- 
mediately.

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ANOTHER CHANCE 


Twenty-one hundred voters of the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District this week petitioned the board of trustees to re- 
submit on May 21 the tax measure defeated last week. 

The permissive tax proposal was dumped by a vote of 1067 
to 666 in the balloting on the 9th. 

With the storm that arose immediately after announcement 
of the result, with 2100 signatures secured in a three-day drive, 
with hundreds of persons hurrying to register in order to be 
eligible to vote when the matter comes up again, we are sure of 
one thing. 

The next election regarding Menlo Park’s schools will not 
be won or lost by default. Whatever the result, we feel sure that 
this time, for once, the people will get what they want. 

During the weeks to come, many facts will be presented, 
many opinions expressed, many charges made. When all is said 
and done, we hope the people will approve the $1.75 permissive 
tax rate for our elementary schools. 

Again, the question on the ballot will mislead many. It will 
ask if the tax rate shall be increased from 90 cents to $1.75. That 
is the wording legally required on the ballot, but it does not 
portray the true facts. 

For five years, we have had a permissive tax rate of $1.50. 
It automatically expires on June 30 of this year, and unless a 
new permissive ceiling is voted by the people of the district, the 
ceiling will go back to the statutory level of 90 cents. 

What the school board originally asked, and what 2100 peti- 
tioners have forced them to ask again, was whether the elemen- 
tary schools shall be allowed to tax up to $1.75 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, if necessary, during the next five years. 

We have no doubt that such a right to tax will be necessary 
as the schools find themselves swamped with more and more 
children. Without that power, our schools will be forced drastic- 
ally*to curtail the extent and quality of education. 

We do not blame those who feel that all public agencics 
should be forced to tighten up, to eliminate “frills”, to operate 
as economically as possible. 

But we believe that close scrutiny of our elementary school 
system, as now operated, will, in the next few weeks, show that 
in those schools there are few frills that we, as taxpayers, would 
be willing to do without. 

No two persons ever will agree on the exact level at which 
one gets the most for his school-tax dollar. But we believe that 
Menlo Park’s elementary schools have a record of doing a sound 
middle-of-the-road job of training our youngsters for life. 

During the past week’s hullaballoo, 99 per cent of the 
charges of extravagance we have heard hurled at our local schools 
have been misdirected. The opponents of the tax rate have been 
talking about “unnecessary expenses” in the high schools 

There is no connection. The two school districts——Menlo 
Park Elementary and Sequoia Union High School——are separate 
entities. Before we hang Peter for Paul’s crimes, let’s find out 
which is which. 

The Recorder will do its best during the next few weeks to 
explain the difference and to present all the facts. 

After that, we shall be content to let the people decide.

New View 
Of Traffic

The matter of the grade separa- 
tion at Bayshore highway and 
Willow road is once again before 
the city council. The state divi- 
sion of highways has presented.a 
new agreement for the closing of 
city streets for our assent. 

This time the state proposes a 
compressed cloverleaf as compar- 
ed with the previous proposal of 
a diamond interchange. Both 
types eliminate conflict with Bay- 
shore highway traffic, but the dia- 
mond involves left turns against 
traffic on Willow road. 

3asically, the cloverleaf is much 
the superior design, as the elim- 
ination of left turns against traf- 
fic removes a fruitful source of 
accidents and reduces delays in 
making the crossing. It is in uni- 
versal use on freeway structures, 
and the council was astonished at 
first that a diamond was consid- 
}ered. 


Then we were convinced by 
the state engineers that the cost 


of a cloverieaf would not be jus- 
tified at this location. 

Why did the state change. its 
plans? 

Opposition to the diamond was 
voiced by the Chambers of Com- 
merce of both Menlo Park and 
Palo Alto, by Stanford university, 
and by San Mateo county. This lat- 
ter entity, by virtue of one corner 
of the intersection being in unin- 
corporated territory, refused to 
sign the street closing agreement 
and stalemated the whole  pro- 
gram. Then the state engineers 
came up with a “compressed” clo- 
verleaf that didn’t cost any more 
than a diamond after all. 

What are the objections to the 
cloverleaf? 

Cn the score of safety and 
convenience of access between 
Belle Haven and the rest of the 
city, it is a superior facility. An 
important objection is that it 
may increase the volume of 
truck traffic on Willow road. 
However, if seems to me that 
the compressed cloverleaves 
would discourage heavy trucks 
much more than would the for- 
mer diamond.

The Veterans’ Guide: 


Calvet Program 
Not Affected 
By ‘Deadline’ 


The training deadline that faces 
many Korean veterans this year 
does not apply to “Cal-Vet” edu- 
cational assistance — it affects 
their GI bill benefits only, ex- 
plained Floyd D. Granger, veter- 
ans service officer of San Mateo 
county. 

“Recent publicity,” Granger 
pointed out, “has stressed that 
veterans of the Korean war who 
left the service before August 
20, 1952, must be enrolled be- 
fore Aug. 20 of this year in or- 
der to get government assist- 
ance. 


“For practical purposes they 
would have to be signed up right 
now or not later than the summer 
session. Some veterans have been 
unnecessarily worried because 
they assumed this provision would 
cut them off from state as well 
as federal educational benefits.” 

Granger emphasized that no 
deadline on educational benefits 
through the State Department of 
Veterans Affairs has been estab- 
lished. “Cal-Vet” assistance goes 
to state veterans who are unable 
to reach their training objectives 
with federal GI bill aid alone. 

The state helps qualified 
veterans by paying their tuition 
and fee costs and an allowance 
of $40 a month for subsistence, 


The proposed cloverleaf struc- 
ture would be six to eight feet 
higher than the former proposed 
diamond. Would this additional 
height be materially more un- 
sightly than what was proposed 
before? 

‘The San Bruno structure on the 
Bayshore was cited as being com- 
parable, and our councilmen in- 
tend to take a critical look at this 
crossing befcre making a decision. 

What are the city’s rights in the 
matter? 

State Jaw requires that the 
state obtain the assent of the 
affected city to the closing of 
city streets as a result of free- 
way construction. 

We have no authority over type 
of crossing or its details. Our only 
recourse if we are not satisfied 
with the proposed construction 
would be to refuse to sign the 
street closing agreement, and fur- 
ther delay the date when this 
much needed crossing will be- 
come a reality.

Life in Menlo Is Vacation Enough,

| “Just to stay in Menlo Park, 
The Hillview school library, to| that’s all the plan I have right 


| now, and that’s vacation enough,” 
| declares Mrs. Vera Johnson, re- 
| tiring Menlo Park librarian, 
| Mrs. Johnson expects to just 
“splatter out and rest’ and then 
try to catch up on all the things 
her busy years at the library 
never allowed time for doing. 
She has a garden, already 
lovely, in which to plant and 

enjoy more flowers; she has a 
small charming home which she 
shares with her sister, and she 
has many, many friends whom 
she has met in her active com- 
munity life here in our town. 

Mrs. Johnson, who will offici- 
j ally leave her post at the library 
on April 1, arrived here for a 
visit on July 5, 1937. She carried 
with her a small Boston bull ter- 
rier, “Beans,” and a round trip 
ticket back to Chicago. She never 
did use the ticket, though. 

“T fell in love with Menlo Park 
the first time I saw it!” she says 
enthusiastically. In 1937 Menlo 
Park was the “village” as so 
many Athertonites and seasonal 
residents termed it. Mrs. Johnson 
;rememhers the orchards and 
fields and lack of haste in living 
which have since changed with 
the growing population and _ its 
needs in our town. 

SMALL BEGINNINGS 

Menlo Park’s library at the 
time was very simple. Members 
of the Women’s club staffed the 
part-time hours voluntarily. Miss 
Clara Dills, retiring county librar- 
ian, has described the new flour- 
ishing branch library as having 
started almost as a club. Indeed, 
jthe spirit of friendliness and 
club-like atmosphere always has 
| been a part of the local library, 
| Mrs. Johnson arrived here in 
| July, 1937, to visit with her aunt 
and uncle, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Ricker, 1326 Hoover street. Her 
| husband joined her in December 
| of the year and they made their 
| home here until his death in 1948. 

Yor a year, Mrs. Johnson 
held the position of bookkeeper 
for William Ryan, owner of the 
Menlo Hardware, and she be- 
came a member of the Women’s 
| club. Mrs, Frank Aabel was li- 
brarian at the time and when 
she retired from the post, turn- 
ed it over to Mrs. Johnson. 

During the years, Mrs. Johnson 
made three moves with the li- 
j brary. When she first started as 


| librarian the branch consisted of'|

Not only were the stairs an in-

| Ing stairs. Mrs. Johnson had been 
| advised not to use the stairs her- 
| Self—but the library was too im- 
|portant to her to heed this re- 
stricting advice. 

She remembers the difficulties 
of one of her most regular mem- 
bers. This young mother carried 
one child in her arms while the 
other clutched her skirts, going 
/up and down the stairway. On 
| One occasion she also carried a 
| loaded shopping bag and five 
| books on the trip down and was 
; caught by a photographer. The 
picture later appeared in the Re- 
corder and helped to alert the 
public to the library’s needs. 

Sti and all, even this loca- 
tion holds bright memories for 
Mrs. Johnson. Since it was a 
part of the city hall, she was 
able to keep up on all the 
everyday happenings in our 
town.
